If Nature’ has harmful 
bacilli, it has alse beneficent bacilli, and the 
two linve warred snd do war together like 
good and evil, light und durkuess, while 
rivers run ‘to the aa, and we human 
ephemerals dance to’ the music of the 


spheres. ‘There may be a doubt whether |: 


the hen or the epg cume first, bit we 
eertuinly had bacteria: before “we had 
bact-riologists. ‘The couutry-bred lad who 
a generation ago plucked him a straw and 
dipped it into the wayside pool, id thns 
diinking avoided the visible organic matter, 
but he sucked up, aud thrived on thern, the 
myriad creatures against which in later life 
the bacteriologists would warn him, It does 
seem. like borassing our Chinese ‘contem-

WAR IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

In on epgagemont with Polajanes near La 
Paz, Leyte, tive soldiers of the eighth infantry 
wore killed, and nino buve boom seriously wound- 
ed, reports he Cablenerwe, . 

From Mote advices, it appeers that Coptain 
Ham with a dvtachmont of tho &th. infantry 
were on ao trail midway between La Paz ond 
Tarragona, when they were ambnshed by about 
‘25 armed Pulajanos. The fighting was 
severe, and had it not’ have been for the 
excellont discipline of tho men under Captain 
Ham and that soldier's wonderful conrage, the 
Pulajanes, on acconnt of thoty overwhelming 
oumbers, would have done more damage than 
thay did. 

Lieutenant Yates with a smell detachment 
of condtubulary came to the aegistanco of 
Coptain Ham, ond they svon hud the Pulajanos 
on the rao, Lientonant Yates was slightly 
wonnded nd was immediately conveyed to’ 
La Paz for treatment, 

Th» dotachment under Captain Hum: was 
from "company of the $1h infautry, which 
hos boon stationed at La Paz, aud. waa ont 
about four miles from their oump when the 
attack was malo. . 

‘Tho Pulajanea lay in the thiok andor-growth 
imm diately on the top of a small hill where 
the trail narrowed. . 

At the foot of this hill ordora wero, given 
for two “abreast,” to allow the men to marl 
in the trail. Up to this point thea men had 
been marching four abroust.. Immediately the 
maneuror was buguo, the Pulajunes’ opened 
fire and charged. At the first volley four 
soldiers were killed, and Captain: Ham raving 
he was greatly ontoumbered ordered bis 
mento avek shelter om both sides of the roast, 
and to fire ag fust as they could discharge the 
jguo. 

As soon as word reached La Paz of the fight- 
ing, Lientenaut’ Yates rushed o small detach 
ment of his Constabulary to the scene but not 
until Captain Ham's detachment had killed

Paris Law Courts, Sineo tHe case was resumed 
tow days ogo the Civil Tribunal of tho Seine 
has been crowded to overflowing with: sooisty 
neo and women. ‘The Countess’. lawyer, 
M. Cruppi, s dorid little white-moustached man, 
with bird.like. abruptoess of gesture, coring 
with tolont and wit, has aq good os won ‘the 
caso for hie olieut by his latest. brilliant speech 
in which ho drew. his promieod “ moral 
portrait” of the Count, The constait: ripple 
of Isnghter which rao through tho grest 
sufficed to show that the 
picture, far from boing exaggerated, was a 
lifalike ono, while it Gortainty Jost nothing 
in the drawing. Many remarkable love letters 
from Comte Bonide Castollane to his wifs wore 
read at the resumed hoarivg of the Countess’ 
suit, the various poatic appeals whioh he made 


| to his “dingusted ” wifa, creating considerable 


amusemont smong the andienoe, The Comtoxse 
has, it is thought, borne her burden most 
bravely, and went an far as she possibly could, 
before regorting to extremes, whioh the immoral 
eonduct of hor husband rend ored imporative. 
Not ‘content with sponding all her money, the 
Count ill-used his wife, and frequently strack 
ber when eho, remonstrated with him. 
Mr. Bonnot, the Connt’s lawyer, in turn, made 
the Court Isugh by bis flrat stitement, which 
was that, whatever ho had dono, the Uount had 
always bebaved like a gallant gentleman, ° He 
admitted the Count’s prodigality, but deolared 
that the Counte:s had helped, and he!ped with a 
will, in tho spending of her monsy. The 
housshold oxpenses swallowed up 360,000 
francs a year. In four years’ time, continued 
Mr, Bonnet, the Countess conld pay off all 
her husband's debis and leave hor capital and tha 
house in tho Avene du Bola de Bonlogne 
idact, . 

“The Comtesse de Caatellanelives likeaqueen,” 
declared Mr. Bonnot ; ‘nnd to-day hor husband 
bas 134,000 0 yaar to pay, and not a penny to 
pay it with—nnd ibis 134,9 0 francs a year is 
to settle debts incurred rs mach by tho wifs as 
by the husband." Mr. Bonnet forgot to mention 
that ell tho monay spont was that of the Comtesse 
who, to a certain extent, had a right to do as 
she pleased with it. ‘The attack mude on tho 
Countess’ Amorican lawyer who resides in.

DIVORCE WAS GRANTED, 

It will no doubt be remembered ihat the 
Comtesse do Casteliane, whose maiden namo is 
Miss Anne Gonld, inherited a* vast fortune 
from Mr. Jay Gould, the American multi 
millionaire, Over this fortune, representing 
£3,000,000, the Count as soon as he was married 
in May, 1895, waa given complets con(rol by bis 
young and foolieh wife. It tock ber busband 
no time, ag will be soen, {o scatter thin fortune 
to the winds in magnificent style. For fivo 
years, aftor thoir marriage, the Castellaues Jived 
it ip 6 timated, at the rate of pearly £500,060 a 
year, The Count spent huge sqas on jewellery 
for bis wife, and among the Countess’ jewels 
was 9 gorgeous tiara of diamonds,. emeralde, 
and ‘sapphires, once the crown of ex-Queon 
Ieabélla of Spain, for which the Connt paid 
£25,000, Next, tho Count determined to have 
asplendid mansion, so a site was procured in 
the Avenuo da Bois do Boulogne, at a cost’ of 
£188,000. .The fonadotions’ were of pure 
marble, and the hous itsdlf a copy, on a much 
larger seal, of Mario Antoinatte’s Grand 
Trinuon, in tha grow ids of tho Versuilles palace. 
In this house entertain ments on the most lavi-b 
avale wera held. It is estimated that upon one 
reception sloue, at which the King of # ortugal 
was present, £50,000 was spent. Wheu the frat 
crash came in 1900, tho debts included £140,000 


‘owing.on land purchases ; £263,0ih'on mortgages ; 


£168,000 in promissory motes and trades, 
men's bila; and £364,000 owing to art dealers 
fur pictures and bric-4-brac. The Count, too, 
had lost nearly £600,000 in stock exchange 
speculstion alone. Ths Gould family came to 
the rescue on this cocasion and tided over the 
d. ficulties, My. George Gould, who was uppoint-

£40,000 o'yoor, This bad the result of bringing 
the Couat to his sunses for a while; he soon, 
Lowover, broke ont again with all his old reck- 
lesaness. His disgraceful behaviour, more so 
than his oxtravagauce, forced his wife to apply 
for s soparation. Sach are the principal points 
of the sad story now being told in detail in the 
Paris Law Courts, Tho Count’s improper

On the motion of Burou Sbibusowa, tho 
remunoration of the Inspictors was fixed. at 
Y1",0C0 ¢ach per annum, after the system 
adopted by the Bank of Japan.

THE SURVEY OF SHIPS.” 


AGREEMENT BETWEEN YHE UNITED 
STATES AND JAPA, ‘ 

An agreement haa been entered into between 
the Japanese and the U.S. Governments for 
tho mutual recognition of their respoctive car- 
tificates of-the survey of veasols, and the now 
treaty camo into forces on Nov, 26th, Au Amori- 
can vessel bearing « certificate of survey by the 
U.S. authoritios, may be employed in pavigat- 
ing Japanaso watera without ‘undergoing the 
survey specified by. Japanese law duriag the 
poriod for which the 'U.3, cartifizate ix valid. 

Tho following notification has bean iamed by 
the Department of Communications in regard 
to Japanesy vessels trading with the United 
States: = . 

1.—Upon the arrival ata portof the Usiled 
States, the mastor, owner, or agent of a Japan. 
686 passenger steamer shall presenta copy of 
the certificate of survoy to the competent steam- 
ship curveyiag authorities of the port. 

2A v openers pausopger steamer holding a 
certificate ofsurvey ofthe U.S. Government shall 
tako the procsss speci tied in the proceding article 
apon srrival ata U8. port ou the last voyage 
before the expiry of the term of the cortificate, 

3.~When the U.S. authorities receiving the 
papers ‘specified in the preceding two articles 
find: on boarding the steamer, that the hull, 
engines and accessories and Jifo-saving appli- 
ances are identical in condition to the 
particnlars stated on the certificate, s cortificate 
available for the samo poriod as tbe original 
ee shall bo granted by the ‘U.§, suthor- 
ities. : 
‘4..~Bteamors referred to in the preceding. 
article shall be exempt from survey sovordiag 
to the U.S. regulations, This provision will 
not in any way affect inspection according to 
the Passenger Ragulations of 1882.
